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The Unescapable Question 


Matt. 27:22, “What shall I do then 
with Jesus which is called Christ?” 


This question was asked by Pilate, 
Roman governor of Judea, the south- 
ern district of the Holy Land. At this 
particular time, he was in a very try- 
ing situation. The Sanhedrin, the 
highest Jewish ecclesiastical and po- 
litical power in the Jewish world, had 
decreed that Jesus must be put to 
death, but they were powerless to 
carry out their own sentence, their 
Roman masters having taken this 
power from them. They still had their 
courts and could still pronounce sen- 
tences. The Roman governor must 
needs give his consent before any judg- 
ment of capital punishment could be 
executed. Thus, we find Pilate with an 
innocent Man, condemned to die by 
His own people, One in whom none 
could find fault. Though He had been 
tried before such men as Annas, Cai- 
aphas, Herod, and Pilate himself, still 
none could find in Him ‘anything 
worthy of death. 


Pilate had been warned by his wife 
to have nothing to do with that just 
Man, because of whom she had suf- 
fered many things in a dream. Still, 
for the time being, He was on Pilate’s 
hands, who, eager to be released from 
so great responsibility, asked this ques- 
tion, which has passed on down 
through the ages to each and every 
individual, and the decision is one that 
must be made personally. When 
Pilate asked this question, the throng 
answered, saying, “Let him be cruci- 
fied,” or as much as to say, “Just get 
Him out of our way and off our 
hands.” Did that satisfactorily an- 
swer the question? No, a thousand 
times no, and it never will be fully 
answered as long as God calls sinners 
to repentance. 

The chief priests were confronted 
with the same problem, though not 
voiced in that way. They laid the plot 
to take Jesus by subtilty and kill Him, 
so we find Judas coming to them, his 
heart so full of greed for this world’s 
goods, with this question, which is so 
pleasing to them, “What will you give 
me, and I will deliver him unto you?” 
So the bargain is made. For the sale 
of Christ? Yes, and more—the death

of Judas, both body and soul. 

Many today will offer a world of 
condemnation to Judas for his rash 
act, and sell Him themselves for much 
less than Judas received, such as a 
habit, or fit of worldly pleasure, or 
in order to appear before the public 
as the world appears. 

There is not a human under the 
heavens, with a sane mind, who does 
not mean to accept Christ sometime 
in life, but the tragedy of the affair 
is, they want to leave Christ for the 
last instead of placing Him first. Ask 
the business world, “What will you 
do with Jesus?” The answer will likely 
be, “When I have acquired a sufficient 
amount of this world’s goods to keep 
me comfortable in my old days, I 
plan to accept Christ.” 

Friend, read Luke 12:16-21. This 
man’s main object was to gain and 
keep all he had in his grasp, and there 
be in perfect ease. This is the first 
recognition he gives to his soul, of 
which we have a record. What does 
God say? “Thou fool, this night thy 
soul shall be required of thee: then 
whose shall those things be, which 
thou hast provided?” In verse 31 He 
gives a remedy, “But rather seek ye 
the kingdom of God; and all these 
things shall be added unto you.” After 
you have made your fortune and 
robbed God to satisfy your own greed, 
then accept Christ? No, but only by 
giving Christ first place can any life 
be really prosperous. 

Now let us ask society, “What will 
you do with Jesus?” The answer will 
probably be, “Well, I am young. My 
life lies ahead of me. I want to enjoy 
my youth, but when I am older I plan 
to settle down and accept Christ,” 
having a wasted life and a soul as 
black as India’s night to offer the 
loving Christ. Did you ever read I Tim. 
5:6? “She that liveth in pleasure is 
dead while she liveth.” Men are no 
exception. 

O friend of mine, this is a solemn 
question, one that must be answered 
individually, and one that cannot be 
brushed aside without the individual 
suffering a loss. In this day of per- 
plexities, when it seems sin is rampant 
on every hand, and war clouds seem 


to be gathering anew over our heads, 
can so precious a possession as the 
soul be trifled with? Christ died to 
save sinners. He has paid your ran- 
som. The least you can do is accept 
Him. What will you do with Jesus? 
Gen. 6:3, “And the Lord said, My 
spirit shall not always strive with 
man.” Remember, there is no lease 
given on this life. Heb. 9:27, “And as it 
is appointed unto men once to die, 
but after this the judgment.” Now 
what will you do with Jesus that is 
called Christ? Will you accept Him 
and hear Him say as in Matt. 25:34, 
“Come, ye blessed of my Father, in- 
herit the kingdom prepared for you 
from the foundation of the world’? 
or reject Him and hear the doom of 
verse 41, “Depart from me, ye cursed, 
into everlasting fire, prepared for the 
devil and his angels”? Remember, 
Pilate suffered for his decision. Men - 
have suffered all down through time, 
and the ones who reject Christ today 
suffer, not only in this life, but 
throughout eternity. Remember:

U. S. DRINKS 258,044,790 MILES OF LIQUOR 

National W. C. T. U. president, Mrs. D. Leigh Colvin, pre- 
sented staggering figures to show that the great American 
hangover has doubled and its cost more than tripled since 
the repeal. 

Quoting United States Department of Commerce tabula- 

- tions, she cited the following: 

From 1934 to 1944 Americans consumed more than 
21,500,000,000 gallons of liquor, wine, and beer, for which 
they spent more than $44,000,000,000. 

Annual per capita consumption jumped from 10.53 gal- 
lons in 1934 to 20.48 gallons last year; and annual consum- 
er expenditures from $2,000,000,000 to more than $7,000,000,- 
000. 

During the eleven-year period, sale of draught beer re- 
mained constant at 930,000,000 gallons annually, but the 
flow of packaged beer to homes increased from a mere 
310,000,000 gallons in 1934 to 1,500,000,000 gallons in 1944. 

Prior to 1940 Americans spent more money for beer than 
for any other alcoholic drink. Thereafter, retail hard liquor 
purchases outstripped those for beer, reaching a 1944 peak 
of nearly $4,000,000,000—more than half the nation’s cash 
outlay that year for all alcoholic beverages. 

It has been figured (Crane Book) that 63.371 linear feet 
of one-half inch pipe holds one gallon; and the length of 
such pipe required to hold 21,500,000,000 gallons would be 
258,044,790 miles. 

This length pipe would go around the earth at the equa- 
tor 10,374 times. 

Running at one cubic foot per minute—about the same 
as a house faucet at full blast—it would require 5,468 years 
for the last gallon of that liquor to run out! 

Along with this ever-flowing stream, there follows much 
ill health, poverty, abuse, sorrow, tears, shame, profanity, 
fear, immorality, acute alcoholism, delirium, death, and 
damnation. 

For “neither fornicators, nor idolators, nor adulterers, 
nor effeminate, nor abusers of themselves with mankind, 
nor thieves, nor covetous, nor drunkards, nor revilers, nor 
extortioners, shall inherit the kingdom of God.” (1 Co- 
rinthians 6:9, 10.) ; 

Drunkards, as well as all other characters, can be and 
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have been saved, for the Scripture goes on to say: “And 
such were some of you: but ye are washed, but ye are sanc, 
tified, but ye are justified in the name of the Lord Jesus, 
and by the Spirit of our God.” 

Such is the power of the precious blood of Christ, which 
was shed on Calvary’s cross for the remission of our sins, 
that even habitual drunkards can be cleansed and forgiven 
and become adornments to “the doctrine of God our 
Saviour in all things.” 

“Come now, and let us reason together, saith the Lord: 
though your sins be as scarlet, they shall be as white as 
snow; though they be red like crimson, they shall be as 
wool.”

Eph. 4:11, 12, “And he gave some, 
apostles; and some, prophets; and 
some, evangelists; and some, pastors 
and teachers .. . for the work of the 
ministry.” 

Does a successful revival depend 
on great evangelists, on the pastor 
who knows how to select his evan- 
gelist, or on the laity? God’s part 
is not questionable. 

The very fact that we need a revival 
is a sure sign that God wants to give 
one. The more willing we are to have 
aerevival, the more able God is to 
give one. 

THE EVANGELISTS 

“_.. and some, evangelists; ...for the 
work of the ministry.” The evange- 
list is called to work. I know of evan- 
gelists who pray, fast, and work as 
men of valor, yet do not have a visible 
landslide of converts. Then we have 
evangelists who seldom read the Bible, 
do their praying when they get to 
church at night, ride all over the town 
and country when they should be 
making a consecrated effort for the 
night’s service, yet nearly always have 
great visible results. 

In comparing these two types of 
evangelists, we can see that it is not 
altogether the evangelist who brings 
a revival. Many times it seems that 
all some evangelists are cut out for 
is to plant and water, while other 
evangelists, who don’t practice spirit- 
ual etiquette and live on easy-go- 
lucky streaks, get the increase. Listen! 
Everbody will get his increase whether 
on earth or in heaven. Too, man’s ef- 
forts are to be honored here. 


“We are in a revival.” We have 
heard these words many times. “Who 
is the evangelist?” It is good to know 
who the evangelist is, where he came 
from, and how he preaches. We also 
need to know that no specified name 
will save—only “Jesus.” Outstanding 
preachers, as well as unpopular 
preachers, have met with unsuccess- 
ful meetings. Shadrach, Meshach, and 
Abednego’s evangelistic party did not 
have great success all the time. Neither 
did just plain Peter have success in 
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every revival. Any one person is sub- 
ject to unsuccessful services, but the 
group in general (or the church as a 
whole) will always have success. A 
successful revival depends not on the 
pastor, not on the evangelist, but on 
the Spirit-filled church that is hungry 
to see people saved. God is holding 
US devout church Christians respon- 
sible for unsuccessful revivals. Yes, we 
are in a revival, the evangelist is 
here, and he had rather talk about 
God than anything else; the pastor 
is on his toes, hands, and knees. The 
church says, “We’ve got to have a 
revival, and nothing short of it.” The 
majority not only rules, but the ma- 
jority can pray down the victory in 
revivals, and so have one. 


MAKING WAY FOR 1948 REVIVALS 


The condition of the world and 
some churches should dig into the 
roots of our souls. We should cry aloud 
as Habakkuk, the prophet, “O Lord, O 
Lord.” 2 Chronicles 34:27 says, “Be- 
cause thine heart was tender, and 
thou didst humble thyself before God, 
when thou heardest his words 


against this place, and against the 
inhabitants thereof, and humbledst 
thyself before me, and didst rend thy 
clothes, and weep before me; I have 
even heard thee also, saith the Lord.” 
Lift up your eyes and behold God’s 
Word: “The fire is never quenched 
and the worm dieth not,” and thé 
sinner is going to such a place. Now, 
if a quotation like this will make sin- 
ners repent, it should compel that un- 
concerned church member to pray 
for a revival to start in his soul. 
When we pray for ourselves as we 
should, the burden of the lost will 
come, That which compels me to pray 
more for the lost is realizing that I 
was once lost, and seeing what I am 
now saved from. The Christian who 
doesn’t see this has lost the vision, 
not only for himself but for the sin- 
ner. When ‘the unconcerned laity, 
pastor, or evangelist gets to this place, 
I wonder on whom does a success- 
ful revival depend? 

Let’s open the windows of our souls 
and accept the great commission 
from Christ to go and preach. “He 
that winneth souls is wise.” Plant and 
water, and then let God give the in- 
crease. I close with this determination, 
and if you will read with the same 
determination, great flourishing re- 
vivals are to come. I cannot live on 
1947 blessings during 1948, thus I must 
live better in 1948. Can God depend on 
you?

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hands of the living God.” The 

writer of Hebrews makes this 
warning statement in 10:31. Before 
that, he had written thirty verses ex- 
horting the church not to fall back 
from the faith. 

There are three chapters in Hebrews 
which should be taught along with 
our holiness faith. These were written 
to the holiness people and do not 
apply to anyone other than the Holy- 
Ghost-filled child of God. These are 
the 6th, 10th, and 12th chapters. 

Many read these lightly when they 
should be read with fear and trem- 
bling. I have heard some say, “I believe 
he means that a Holy-Ghost-filled 
person can’t sin and then get. for- 
giveness.” If you sin ‘knowing that 


“f is a fearful thing to fall into the 
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you are sinning, don’t fool yourself— 
He means just exactly what He says. 
Read the following verses over care- 
fully, and prayerfully, that the Holy 
Spirit may teach you the meaning, so 
that you may know that “he that put- 
teth his hand to the plow and looking 
back,is not fit for the kingdom of God.” 

“For it is impossible for those who 
were once enlightened, and have 
tasted of the heavenly gift, and were 
made partakers of the Holy Ghost, 
and have tasted the good word of 
God, and the powers of the world to 
come, if they shall fall away, to renew 
them again unto repentance; seeing 
they crucify to themselves the Son 
of God afresh, and put him. to an 
open shame. For the earth which 
drinketh in the rain that. cometh oft, 
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upon it, and bringeth forth herbs 
meet for them by whom it is dressed, 
receiveth blessing from God: but that 
which beareth thorns and briers is 
rejected, and is nigh unto cursing; 
whose end is to be burned,” Heb. 6:4-8. 

“Not forsaking the assembling of 
ourselves together, as the manner of 
some is; but exhorting one another: 
and so much the more as ye see the 
day approaching. For if we sin will- 
fully after that we have received the 
knowledge of the truth, there remain- 
eth no more sacrifice for sins, but a 
certain fearful looking for of judg- 
ment and fiery indignation, which 
shall devour the adversaries. He that 
despised Moses’ law died without 
mercy under two or three witnesses: 
of how much sorer. punishment, sup- 
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pose ye, shall he be thought worthy, 
who hath trodden under foot the Son 
of God, and hath counted the blood 
of the covenant, wherewith he was 
sanctified, an unholy thing, and hath 
done despite unto the Spirit of 
grace?” Heb. 10: 25, 29. 

“And make straight paths for your 
feet, lest that which is lame be turned 
out of the way; but let it rather be 
healed. Follow peace with all men, 
and holiness, without which no man 
shall see the Lord: looking diligently 
lest any man fail of the grace of God; 
lest any root of bitterness springing 
up trouble you, and thereby many be 
defiled; lest there be any fornicator, 
or profane person, as Esau, who for 
one morsel of meat sold his birthright. 
For ye know how that afterward, 
when he would ‘have inherited the 
blessing, he was rejected: for he 
found no place of repentance, though 
he sought it carefully with tears. For 
ye are not come unto the mount that 
might be touched .. . but ye are come 
unto mount Sion, and unto the city 
of the living God, the heavenly Jeru- 
salem, and an innumerable com- 
pany of angels, to the general assem- 
bly and the church of the firstborn, 
which are written in heaven, and to 
God the Judge of all, and to the spirits 
of just men made perfect, and to 
Jesus the mediator of the new cove- 
nant, and to the blood of sprinkling, 
that speaketh better things than that 
of Abel. See that ye refuse not him 
that speaketh. For if they escaped 
not who refused him who spake on 
earth, much more shall not we escape, 
if we turn away from him that speak- 
eth from heaven: whose voice then 
shook the earth: but now he hath 
promised, saying, Yet once more I 
shake not the earth only, but also 
heaven. And this word, Yet once more, 
signifieth the removing cf those 
things that are shaken, as of things 
that are made, that those things 
which cannot be shaken my remain. 
Wherefore we receiving a kingdom 
which cannot be moved, let us have 
grace, whereby we may serve God 
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acceptably with reverence and godly 
fear: for our God is a consuming fire,” 
Heb. 12:13-18, 22-29. 

What is sin? To every one who has 
received God’s Holy Spirit, it is those 
things that the Spirit teaches us are 
wrong. We know our own weaknesses. 
We should, therefore, pray diligently 
that God will give us the power and 
strength to overcome these things. 


If your weakness is lying, pray that 
the Holy Spirit will bring poignantly 
to your attention the smallest pre- 
varication, and God will do just what 
you ask until you will find you can go 
a day, a week, months without one 
single stretching of the truth. 


If your weakness is lust after “for- 
bidden fruit,” pray that God will send 
an angel to stand between you and 
temptation. Remember and believe 
that “the angel of the Lordencampeth 
round about them that fear him, and 
delivereth them.” “O fear the Lord, ye 
his saints: for there is nowant to them 
that fear him,” Psa. 34:9. 

Why does a Holy-Ghost-filled per- 
son go back into sin? Because he does 
not let God have His way in his life 
as he promised when God gave him 
the baptism of the Holy Ghost. God 
would never have made him a “par- 
taker of the Holy Ghost” if he had 
not told Him he wanted to go all the 


way with him and wanted Him to 
direct his life. 

The Holy Spirit moves into our 
lives, and if we allow Him, He will 
teach us all the things we need to 
know. John 14; 1 John 2. 

There is no reason for us to go 
back into sin except that we forget 
“from whom cometh our strength.” 
We improve so much under the 
anointing of the Holy Spirit that many 
times we allow ourselves to become 
“puffed up” and begin to think of our- 
selves “more highly than we ought 
to think.” When we do this, we quit 
listening for God’s Holy Spirit to speak 
to us, lead us, and help us to recog- 
nize the evil spirits, and we go head- 
long into destruction. God is powerless 
to help us, because we won’t listen 
to the pleading of the Holy Ghost. 

If we are to stay on the “straight 
and narrow” path that leads to eter- 
nal life, we must pray. Only in this 
way can we stay in touch with God. 
We must not let anything interfere 
with our prayer life. The devil doesn’t 
like prayer, and he will do everything 
he can to discourage it. But remem- 
ber, you cannot know what God’s 
plan is for your life unless you talk 
it over with Him, and that His Holy 
Spirit is a person who lives inside 
the temple of your body, and will 
gladly intercede for you, if you run 
out of words. It is a good practice to 
let the Holy Spirit pray for you, in 
at least one prayer each day. When 
you deny Him the opportunity to talk 
to God each day, you are passing up 
your best means of spiritual growth. 

“But ye, beloved, building up your- 
selves on your most holy faith, pray- 
ing in the Holy Ghost, keep your- 
selves in the love of God, looking for 
the mercy of our Lord Jesus Christ 
unto eternal life,” Jude 20, 21.

A MISSIONARY RETURNS TO 
AFRICA 


(Continued from last week) 


On the 8th of October, I arrived in 
Lisbon. There were friends at the 
boat to meet me. I had never met 
them, for they were Canadian mis- 
sionaries who, like myself, were in 
Lisbon studying the language before 
continuing into their field of labor. 
They had heard that there was a mis- 
sionary by the name of Mrs. Stark 
arriving on this boat and were there 
to welcome me. Such a.welcome was 
greatly appreciated. No one spoke 
English and what little bit of the 
language I already hadImust try to 
use, but their help was. greatly wel- 
comed. 

They took me to my room, and then 
as it was yet some time before lunch, 
they took me out for a cup of tea. 
In the afternoon, I attended class 
and again found myself hard at study. 

My passport was marked good for 
four months in Lisbon but, if I had 
not completed the study enough to 
meet with the requirements of the 
officials, I was told that the time 
would be extended. Those months 
Slipped by quickly, for I was very 
busy, having four and five classes a 
day and putting in about the same 
amount of time studying. Then, after 
I had been there about six weeks, I 
was getting to where I could take 
some part in the services, and I 
learned of some little missions out 
some distance; but a hearty welcome 
was extended to me, and I then began 
getting into services on week nights,as 
well as Sunday. Some of theseservices 
I have already mentiond in a pre- 
vious letter. I was happy to be doing 
something for the Lord while study- 
ing. 

About the middle of December, one 
begins to think of home and Christ- 
mas. We look forward to those letters 
and words of greetings at a time like 
that. Christmas was only a week 
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away, and I thought every day, “I 
will hear from home today”; but: no 
word came. Christmas day arrived and 
still no word from home. A few days 
later a letter came. Mailhadbeen writ- 
ten butit was delayedin reaching me. 
Then the following day, another let- 
ter came which carried a message like 
this, “Your father has slipped away 
in his sleep to be with Jesus.” Once 
more, if only I had had the wings of an 
eagle, I would have gone, but there 
was duty calling me. God had per- 
mitted those letters to be delayed in 
reaching me that ‘I might not yield 
to the temptation to go home. 


This was now in the middle of Jan- 
uary of ’48, and I felt a strange urge 
in my soul to get. things in order to 
be ready to move at a moment’s no- 
tice. Day after day the Lord seemed 
to lead me into steps of preparation 
to go forward. During the last part of 
January, I received a letter from the 
Bodalys who were to meet me at the 
coast, saying that the rains had been 
very bad and thus the roads were in 
no shape to travel. If I could not 
get a boat that would get me to Ango- 
la by the middle of February I should 
not come until the last of May or the 
first of June. That would mean an- 
other four months or more. I had 
already put in my application for 
passage a short time before this, be- 
cause many had been on the waiting 
list four and five months before they 
could get space on a steamer. There- 
fore, I hurried to the office to tell 
them to cancel my application for 
passage, or at least I would not: want 
it until May or June. 


Their answer was, “But, Mrs. Stark, 
we have a space for you right away, 
the 7th of February.” I said, “The 
seventh? But that will not get me to 
Angola by the middle of February, 
and I could not remain at the coast 
four months.” This conversation was 
with some Christians, as I made my 
application for passage in the office 


of the newly founded language school 
for missionaries. The brother with 
whom I was speaking replied, “I be- 
lieve you should take this space, and 
the Lord will help you get up country.” 
I said, “But my money is not here for 
my ticket. I will send a cable for the 
money and if it arrives in time, I will 
o. I had only eight days, but on 
Wednesday, three days before sailing, 
the money arrived, and I sailed for 
Angola. 


As we were nearing Angola, we ran 
into rain at sea, which gave us a 
rough ride for a few days. Praise the 
Lord, it was only a few days. After 
nearly three weeks our boat arrived 
in Luanda, which is the capital of 
Angola but not the port where I 
would disembark. The boat was there 
two days, and while there I learned 
that they had been having a lot of 
rain in the interior. But the Lord had 
promised to go before us, and surely, 
He had already made the impossible 
things happen already, it would be a 
a small thing for Him to stop the rain 
a few days for the journey into the 
interior, even though that was the 
time they usually increased and it 
rained every day; so I committed it 
more fully to the Lord and trusted 
Him to do what He saw best. 


On the 27th of February, about 11 
o’clock at night, the great ship called 
the “Quanza” steamed up the beauti- 
ful bay at Lobito. It looked like home 
to me. It seemed almost like it had 
been only yesterday that Mr. Stark 
and I arrived there together, and now, 
I alone? No, I was not alone. The 
Lord had made Himself very real 
every step of the way, showing His 
hand strong to give victory. 

There were friendly faces waiting 
below to meet me, and early the next 
morning found us through customs 
and out to secure the required per- 
mits for traveling up country. These 
friends had traveled in a pick-up truck 
over rough roads, through mud and 
downpours of heavy tropical rain, 
over 400 miles, to be at the boat when 
it arrived. But the rains had stopped; 
it had been a day or two since it had 
rained, which was encouraging news. 

We started our interior trip that 
night about 6 p.m., as the first hun- 
dred miles is very hot in the daytime. 
We dared not go very fast around the 
curves and, also, it was a steady climb, 
for we had a mountain to cross. After 
we crossed it we found the air cooler. 
At about 10 that night, we stopped at

a roadside inn, or hotel, kept by a 
white Portuguese. 

After breakfast the next morning, 
we were again on our way, over hills 
and around curves, but with no rain, 
praise the Lord. This hot African sun 
had done its duty by drying up the 
mud. Here and there Mr. Bodaly 
pointed out places where bridges were 
washed out and he had to detour as 
he went to the coast, but they were 
repaired so that we did not even have 
to make a detour. Bad washouts had 
already been filled in, but this could 
not have been done had it kept on 
raining, as it always does at this 
time of the year. 

As we journeyed along, the promise 








of the Lord rang over and over in my- 


heart, “Step by step as thou goest 
thy way shall be opened up before 
you.” Yes, it was very wonderfully 
real, and my heart overflowed with 
praise to the Lord. As I reflected 
over the past few months, I again re- 
membered the words of the motto, 
“Watch and see what He will say.” 
God had worked in mysterious ways 
His wonders to perform. 

Late in the afternoon, we arrived 
at a mission station known as the 
American Mission, where we received 
a hearty welcome and were invited to 
spend the night. We gladly accepted 
the invitation as it was yet a several 
hours’ ride in the truck before we 
would reach Chitau. 

The following day found us up and 
on our way after enjoying the good 
night’s rest and a good breakfast. 
About noon, we arrived at Andulo, 
which is our nearest post office; also 
it is our headquarters where we regis- 
ter with the administrator—local offi- 
cial. We were thenonly fifty miles from 
Chitau, but we had to wait there until 
2 p.m. for the office to open so we 
could register, which is required. We 
had dinner in the Portuguese Hotel 
of Andulo while we waited. When we 
went to pay the bill, they said there 
was none to pay. He was a friend of 
the Bodalys. The same man also has 
a store, where we do our trading, or 
I should say our buying or shopping. 
I bought some laundry soap from him, 
but one cannot buy groceries there 
as he gets his own for his personal 
use by truck from some _ distance 
away. 

At about 4 p.m., we were arriving 
in Chitau. It seemed like a dream, 
to realize that I was really again back 
in Africa, but it was not a dream, 
it was real. It was the first day of 
March and we were here only a few 
hours when it began raining. All that 
400 miles’ journey we had only about 
a dozen drops of water. There had 
been rain all around us but it followed 
us, thus we saw very little mud. The 
Lord surely had gone before and pre- 
pared the way, not because it was 
I, or because I was worthy of such a 
favor, but because of His promise.

Dear unsaved friend, no matter 
how good you are, except you have 
the spiritual birth you can never go 
to heaven. I have asked some if they 
were saved. Some would say, “I think 
I am”; others, “I hope I am”; still 
others, “I am a church member.” If 
there is a doubt, you had better pray. 
Church membership is good but not 
good enough to save you. 

St. Luke 6:47, 48, ‘““Whosoever cometh 
to me, and heareth my sayings, and 
doeth them, I will shew you to whom 
he is like: he is like a man which 
built an house, and digged deep, and 
laid the foundation on a rock: and 
when the flood arose, the stream 
beat vehemently upon that house, and 
could not shake it: for it was founded 
upon a rock.” 

Acts 2:38, “Then Peter said unto 
them, Repent, and be baptized every 
one of you in the name of Jesus Christ 
for the remission of sins, and ye shall 
receive the gift of the Holy Ghost.” 

St. Mark 16:16, “He that believeth 
and is baptized shall be saved; but 
he that believeth not shall be 
damned.” 

Rom. 10:9, “That if thou shalt con- 
fess with thy mouth the Lord Jesus, 
and shalt believe in thine heart that 
God hath raised him from the dead, 
thou shalt be saved.” 

After we are saved, there is still 
more to do.
